ELECTION 

In response to the Election/Restriction Requirement mailed September 30, 
2003, having a one-month period of response ending October 30, 2003, Applicant wishes to 
make the following election. Applicant provisionally elects Claims 1-37 and, further, 
provisionally elects Species A, namely the semiconductor processing chamber depicted in 
FIGS. 1-3. 

REMARKS 

The Examiner requires restriction between two groups of claims, namely 
Group I represented by Claims 1-37, which are drawn to a semiconductor processing 
apparatus, and Group II, namely Claims 38-50 drawn to a method of heating a semiconductor 
substrate. Furthermore, the Examiner requires an election between two species, namely the 
species identified in FIGS. 1-3 and the species identified in FIGS. 4-6 and 6 A. As noted 
above, Applicant provisionally elects Claims 1-37 and, further, elects the species depicted in 
FIGS. 1-3. The claims readable on the elected species include Claims 2-10, 16, 17, 18, 19,
